contacting portion of the blade member with an image carrier by a predetermined 
isolation distance Lb.

The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

Park discloses a cleaning device having a conductive cleaning blade for 
performing both charging and cleaning operations. 

Sbert et al disclose a low friction, conductive spots blade. 

Zona discloses a combined charging and cleaning blade. 

Sanmonji discloses a cleaning blade that has a conductive film attached to the 
cleaning blade.
